* church  service.  Over  six  hundred  were  added  to 
the  church  last  year,  and  the  church  can't  hold 
the  people  wishing  to  come  Sunday  night. 

The  Catholics  in  this  country  cry  “Persecu- 
tion” because  other  people  oppose  their  securing 
for  the  Catholic  parochial  schools,  money  given 
by  these  same  “other  people”  to  support  the 
government.  But  maybe  they  are  not  the  only 
people  who  object  to  being  called  to  account  for 
taking  money  to  teach  what  those  who  give  the 
money  heartily  oppose. 

“Billy"  Sunday's  prayers  are  coming  in  for 
a large  share  of  criticism  because  of  their  sup- 
posed irreverence.  The  trouble  with  most  pray- 
ers is  that  they  are  all  too  much  alike,  and  that 
they  are  too  few  and  far  between.  It  would 
help  our  praying  If  we  would  get  on  better  terms 
with  God,  and  realize  that  He  is  a God  near  at 
hand,  and  not  only  a God  afar  off.  He  wishes 
to  be  our  friend.  Abraham  was  a friend  of  God, 
and  Jesus  said,  “I  have  called  you  friends.”

Beer  is  no  longer  allowed 
to  run  at  large  in  Germany;  and  prohibition  ob- 
tains in  the  larger  part  of  the  United  States. 
England  is  forging  chains  for  liquor.  It  looks 
like  the  vision’  of  John  is  coming  to  pass.

In  foreign  missions  we  are  In  Missis- 
sippi nearly  $3,000  ahead  of  the  same  time  last 
year,  but  over  the  South  there  is  a shortage  of 
$11,000.  It  is  good  to  have  a worthy  task.  Our 
Ood  Is  putting  great  confidence  in  us.  May  His 
grace  make  us  equal  to  tb#^  responsibility.

NO  THE  LIGHT. 


In  ccynversat ion  with  a very  cultured  and 
intelligent  lady,  I learned  that  she  was  quite  * 
ia  the  dark  on  the  subject  of  baptism  and 
Hiuteested  that  she  give  the  subject  a prayer-  1 
ful  investigation  in  the  Word  of  God.  She 
promptly  replied  that  there  was  “no  u«e  to  1 
investigate,  for  I could  never  be  convinced.” 
This  m possibly  the  position  of  thousands  of 
otherwise  good  and  intelligent  Christians.  1 
They  elyse  their  eyes  against  the  light.  They 
care  nothing  for  the  authority  of  Jesus.  To 
do  His  will  is  not  their  concern. 

'I  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
when  He  said  “For  every  one  that  doeth 
evil  hateth  the  lights  neither  cometh  to  the 
light,  lest  his  deeds  should  be  reproved.  But— 
he  that  doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light,  that 
his  deeds  may  be  manifest  that  they  are 
wrought  of  God.”  • 

Thus  the  .one  who  refuses  ihe  light  will 
not  “search  the  Scriptures  to  see  whether 
these  things  be  true.”  and  know  for  himself 
from  a personal  reading  of  the  Word  of  God. 
sets  forth  the  following  most  lamentable 
facts  and  manifests  a most  deplorable  spirit 
toward  his  Lord  and  Master: 

1 A deliberate  determination  to  remain 
blind.  There  are  two  kinds  of  ignorance. 
The  first  is  an  ignorance  that  cannot  help 
itself.  This  kind  of  ignorance  is  to  be  pitied 
and  will  meet  with  some  allowance  before 
the  Great  Judge.  The  second  kind  of  igno- 
rance is  an  ignorance  that  will  not  help  it- 
self and.  should  be  detested  by  all  rational 
beings,  and  will  certainly  be  condemned  by 
“Him  with  whom  we  have  to  do.”  God 
will  hold  obi  accountable  for  the  truth  we 
could  have  known  and  refused.  We  are  go- 
ing to  be  judged  by  the  things  in  the  Book 
and  iyit  by  what  some  man  has  taught  or 
what  we  get  secondhand.  The  Word  of  God 
and  that  alone  is  our  light. 

2.  An  evidence  of  a weak  cause.  No  ad- 
vocate of  a good  and  true  cause  will  decry 
investigation.  On  the  contrary,  investiga- 
tion is  invites!  and  all  light  welcomed  Only 
weak  causes  fear  the  light  and  shun  discus- 
sion Hence  it  is  that  those  who  have  a weak 
cause  decry  investigation.  They  try  to  keep 
in  the  dark  so  that  their  own  conscience 
may  be  soothed  and  that  others  may  not 
know  of  their  unsupportable  position.  Error 
ia  always  afraid  of  its  own  weakness  and 
hides  <mt  undbr  the  cover  of  night. 

J A prejudiced  mind.  It  is  an  opinion 
formed  without  considering  the  evidence  and 
setting  ones  will  up  against  the  light.  Noth- 
ing stands  so  potently  in  the  way  of  the  pro- 
gress of  truth  as  does  prejudice.  It  is  said 
that  ignorance  is  the  mother  of  prejudice, 
hot  prejudice  grows  up  to  be  a nurse  and 
feeder  to  its  own  mother.  They  are  clo«e 
kin  and  fellow  companions.  The  great  of 
every  soul  is  an  honest,  unbiased,  simple 
heart  Such  a being  will  always  be  open  to 


conviction  and  welcome  the  truth  like  brave, 
honest  souls. 

4.  It  indicates  the  lack  of  love  for  Christ. 
Our  Savior  declared  that  “If  ye  love  me  ye 
will  keep  my  commandments.”  If  we  love 
Him  we  will  want  to  know  His  will  and  to 
do  it.  Nothing  else  will  satisfy  a soul  that 
loves  Christ.  He  will  delight  to  know  the 
will  of  Christ.  He  will  seek  to  know  it. 
He  will  not  want  any  other  way  but  the  way 
of  Jesus.  The  way  Jesus  was  baptized  is 
the  way  He  wanted  and  commanded  us  to 
be  baptized  If  we  really  love  Him  we  will 
search  His  Word  to  find  that  way  and  will 
not  be  satisfied  until  we  find  it  and  walk 
in  it.  Love  of  the  “truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus” 
is  the  want  of  many  a soul,  and  the  lack  of 
it  is  the  cause  of  disobedience  to  His  com- 
mands and  the  rejection  of  the  light  shining 
through  His  Word,  that  as  lie  is  the  light  we 
may  walk  in  that  light.

$9,125,000— GLORIOUS ! 

Why  should  not  the  2,500,000  white  Bap- 
tists in  the  South  give  the  $9,125,000  for  for- 
eign missions  during  the  next  conventional 
year?  I am  confident  that  no  one  who  will 
stop  to  think  honestly  and  prayerfully  will 
question  our  ability  to  give  it.  An  average 
of  one  cent  per  day  will  do  it.  Is  there  h 
pastor  among  us  who  could  not  if  he  were 
to  honestly,  faithfully  and  prayerfully  try, 
get  an  average  of  one  cent  per  day  from  his 
membership?  I do  not  believe  there  is.  If 
this  is  true,  is  it  not  worth  while  to  try? 
Does  not  loyalty  and  gratitude  to  our  Lord 
and  Savior  Jesus  Christf prompt  it?  Does 
not  the  cry  of  the  lost  millions  urge  it?  Does 
not  the  whiteness  of  the  harvest  fields  call 
for  it?  Does  not  the  strength  and  joy  that 
would  come  to  us  invite  it?  I know  of  no 
reason  why  we  should  not  give  this  $9,125,- 

000  for  foreign  missions  next  year,  except  a 
lack  of  faith  and  courage  and  willingness  to 
make  an  honest,  intelligent,  united,  persis- 
tent, prayerful  effort.  Will  any  one  give 
a real  reason  why  we  should  not  do  This? 

1 shall  move  at  the  next  Houston  Convention 
that  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  lay  out  its 
work  on  the  basis  of  $9,125,000,  and  that  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  an  honest  effort  to  se- 
cure at  least  an  average  of  one  cent  per  day 
from  each  of  our  constituency.  We  can  do 
it,  if  we  will.  Shall  we  not  quit  ourselves  like 
men,  and  be  willing  to  endure  hardness  as 
good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ?  My  own 
heart  prompts  me  to  urge  that  we  undertake 
an  average  of  five  cents  per  day  per  mem- 
ber and  thus  secure  $45,625,000  If  we  were 
willing  to  practice  the  tithe,  as  the  Bible 
teaches,  we  would  do  very  much  more  than 
this  and  do  the  same  for  home  and  state  mis- 
-sions.  To  tithe  does  not  mean  that  we  should 
not  make  free-will  offerings.

GIVE  US  A KING. 

First  Samuel,  eighth  chapter.  The  follow- 
ing is  an  explanation  given  by  Purffendorf 
on  the  discourse  of  Samuel,  “Hitherto  the 
people  of  Israel  had  lived  under  governors 
raised  up  of  God,  who  had  exacted  no  tribute 
of  them  nor  put  them  to  any  charge;  but 
little  content  with  this  form  of  government 
they  desire  to  have  a king  like  other  na- 
tions, who  should  live  in  magnificence  and 
pomp,  keep  armies  and  be  able  to  resist  any 
invasion.  Samuel  informs  them  what  it  was 
they  desired;  that  when  they  understood  it 
they  might  consider  whether  they  would  per- 
sist in  their  choice.  If  they  would  have  a 
king,  splendidly  attended,  he  tells  them,  that 
he  would  take  their  sons  for  his  chariots, 
etc.,  if  they  would  have  him  keep  up  constant 
forces,  them  he  would  appoint  them  colonels 
and  captains;  and  employ  those  in  his  wars 
who  are  accustomed  to  follow  their  family 
business ; and  since  after  the  manner  of  other 
kings,  he  must  keep  a stately  court,  they 
must  be  content  that  their  daughters  should 
serve  in  several  offices  which  the  king  would 
think  below  the  dignity  of  his  wives  and 
daughters  (verse  13).  Many  ministers  also 
in  several  departments,  both  of  war  and 
peaee,  must  have  salaries  to  support  them, 
which  must  be  paid  out  of  their  fields  and 
vineyards  (verse  14).  In  one  word,  that  to 
sustain  his  dignity  their  king  would  exact 
the  tenth  of  all  they  possessed  and  be  main- 
tained in  a royal  manner  out  of  their  es- 
tates. 

“The  people  are,  however,  resolute  in 
their  determination  to  have  a king,  and  give 
for  reason  not  only  that  he  might  judge 
them  but  become  their  military  leader,  and 
fight  their  battles  for  them^  which  shows 
that  they  aspired  after  national  distinction 
and  military  glory — an  ambition  which  has 
been  the  plague  of  all  nations  and  will  be 
till  the  day  shall  come  when  men  shall  learn 
war  no  more.” 

May  not  the  Christian  churches  of  this 
day  and  time  learn  a lesson  from  the  exper- 
ience of  the  Israelites  in  the  days  of  King 
Saul.  J.  R-  SAMPLE.

EDITORIAL. 

A 

A PROPOSED  CHANGE  IN  THE 
CONSTITUTION. 

In  the  Mississippi  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  1890  were  fathered  some  of  our  best 
stateauien,(to  whom  honor  is  due  for  settling 
soma  things  which  threatened  serious  and 
long  continued  trouble.  Some  of  these  pro- 
visions with  reference  to  the  franchise,  for 
example,  havp  worked  well,  have  been  sus- 
tained by  the  highest  courts  and  have  been 
the  model  for  similar  laws  in  other  states. 
Kor  yi  the  good  accomplished  the  names  of 
the  men  composing  the  convention  will  be 
held  in  deserved  and  perpetual  honor. 

It  was  not.  however  to  be  supposed  that 
tha  wisest  of  men  could  settle  all  questions 
for  all  time  to  come.  One  part  of  that  con- 
stitution which  most  people  believed  at  the 
tim«  would  have  a wholesome  effect  has,  in 
tha  judgment  of  almost  every  representative 
religious  body  in  the  State,  proved  hurtfui 
rather  than  helpful.  This  Is  the  article  mak- 
ing it  unlawful  for  anybody  to  bequeath  by 
will  any  property  to  a religious  purpose  or 
benevolent  institution.  As  we  understand 
it  the  prohibition  is  absolute  and  unquali- 
fied Tha  purpose  was  to  prevent  the  im- 
proper influencing  of  those  who  make  their 
wills  at  tha  approach  of  death.  It  is  now 
evident  that  the  remedy  is  worse  than  the 
disease,  and  that  the  disease  could  have  been 
treated  mor»  effectively  some  other  way. 
For  example,  it  does  not  prevent  a Catholic 
from  turning  hia  property  over  to  the 
ohureh,  for  rhis  was  done  by  bequeathing  it 
l<>  the  bishop,  as  was  done  by  the  priest  in 
Jark<on  who  died  last  year.  On  the  other 
hand,  a widow  in  Mississippi  a year  ago,  dy- 
ing with  no  direct  heirs,  willed  a part  of  her 
property  to  a friend  that  it  might  be  given 
to  missions,  and  the  will  was  declared  by 
the  courts  null  and  void,  aa  violating  the  con- 
stitution. 

A i the  Baptist  Men's  Convention  in  Jack- 
son  last  year,  a resolution  was  passed  unan- 
imously favoring  a repeal  of  this  article  of 
the  constitution.  The  two  Methodist  con- 
ferences in  .Misoiaaippi  took  similar  action; 
and  the  Presbyterian  synod  in  the  State  did 
likewise  The  Methodist  and  Presbyterian 
bodies  sppoin  ed  committees  to  work  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  resolutions.  In  the  last 
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legislature  a bill  was  introduced  looking  to 
the  repeal  of  this  article  of  the  constitution, 
and  the  committee  unanimously  recommend- 
ed it,  but  one  member  of  the  Senate  fright- 
ened the  members  into  opposition  by  imagi- 
nary death  bed  scenes. 

Mississippi  is  the  only  State  in  the  Union 
which  has  such  a law,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  repeal  it  at  the 
next  session  of  the  legislature  by  submitting 
a constitutional  amendment  to  a vote  of  the 
people.  hope  no  serious  opposition  will 
be  encountered,  as  it  seems  a very  simple 
matter  of  justice  to  permit  a man  or  woman 
to  will  his  own  property  as  suits  him  or  her. 
As  the  law  now  stands  one  may  will  his  prop- 
erty to  establish  or  endow  any  of  the  works 
of  the  devil,  but  he  cannot  leave  it  to  serve 
God  and  his  fellow  men.  We  will  not  apply 
to  it  the  charge  made  by  an  abolition^ 
against  the  federal  constitution,  “A  league 
with  the  devil  and  covenant  with  hell  ” but 
it  forbids  a covenant  with  God. 

The  justification  offered  for  it,  that  it  in- 
duces a man  to  give  while  he  lives,  lacks 
confirmation  in  experience  and  overlooks  the 
fact  that  if  it  were  not  a part  of  the  consti- 
tution men  would  still  have  the  same  oppor- 
tunity of  giving  while  they  live  and  continu- 
ing their  beneficence  after  they  have  gone 
home  to  heaven

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it  to  ourselves,  but  iu  confidently  asserting 
Ilis  ability  to  do  according  to  His  Word. 

It  is  false  humility  to  say,  “I  tried  to  do 
so  and  so,”  or  “I  will  try  to  do  this  and  «o;’.’ 
there  must  be  the  assurance  that  we  can  and 
will  by  His  grace.  Paul  expressed  the  truth 
when  he  said,  ‘‘I  can  do  all  things  ir  Him 
who  strengthencth  me.”  It  is  a lack  of  faith 
and  a dishonor  to  God  to  doubt  that  He  will 
make  us  equal  to  anything  which  He  com- 
mands. Every  Christian  owes  it  to  other 
Christians  and  to  the  world  to  make  his 
boast  in  God.  David  said  he  would  do  this 
and  “the  meek  shall  hear  thereof  and  be 
glad.”  Then  he  .summons  others  lo  magnify 
the  Ixird  with  him  (Pa.  34)  upon  the  basis 
of  His  past  care  and  present  protection.  The 
Christian’s  normal  life  is  one  of  triumph  and 
he  should  claim  it  and  magnify  the  grace  of 
God  bv  proclaiming  it.  We  need  less  of  the 
Uriah  Heap  in  our  religion  and  more  of  the 
spirit  of  victory  that  makes  its  boast  in  God. 

The  translators  of  Romans  5:2,  3 and  11 
seemed  almost  afraid  to  speak  out  the  truth 
as  Paul  wrote  it.  They  modify  his  words  to 
say,  ‘‘Let  us  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory  ot 
God.”  What  he  wrote  is,  ‘‘Let  us  exult  or 
boast  in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God,  and  let  us 
exult  in  our  tribulations.”  Again  in  verse 
11.  “We  also  exult  (or  make  our  boast)  in 
God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  This 
is  faith  that  is  pronounced,  open,  from  which 
there  is  no  turning  back.  This  honors  God 
and  wins  men;  to  faith  in  Him.

Wit*" 
able  also  to  perform.”  Giving  glory  to  God  any  disposition  to  play  with  words,  the  cross 
does  not  consist  simply  in  declining  to  takp  is  the  crux  of  all  the  New  Testament  tea< 
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ing  and  the  crucial  test  of  faith  in  all  that 
profess  to  follow  Him  There  may  be  many 
that  are  unfamiliar  with  the  theological 
statement  of  the  truth,  but  when  it  is  set 
forth  plainly  it  is  the  Bole  satisfaction  for 
all  his  need. 

That  which  is  the  scorn  of  unbelievers  is 
the  chief  joy  of  the  saved.  The  heart  of 
the  child  of  God  rejoices  in  the  truth  of  the 
atonement  more  than  in  any  other  doctrin’* 
that  he  ever  hears  preached.  It  ia  here  he 
is  separated  from  the  world  and  united  with 
the  Lord.  Here  he  dies  to  sin  and  begins  to 
live  unto  God.  Wherever  it  is  preached  it 
makes  a line  of  division.  Men  take  their 
places  as  friends  or  opposers.  There  is  no 
surer  way  of  uncovering  a false  disciple  than 
by  preaching  the  substitutionary  death  of 
Jesus,  and  there  is  no  other  way  to  make 
real  disciples. 

The  opposition  of  professed  Christians  to- 
day to  this  truth  ia  just  a repetition  of  the 
experience  of  the  apostles.  The  Unitarians, 
both  open  and  secret,  who  today  fight  the 
saving  work  of  evangelists  who  preach  that 
men  are  saved  by  faith  in  the  crucified  Christ 
are  simply  unmasking  their  own  infidelity. 
They  are  another  proof  of  Paul’s  statement 
that  ‘‘The  word  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that 
perish  foolishness ; but  unto  us  who  are  8aved 
it  is  the  power  of  God.”  Not  because  of 
thb  opposition  but  in  spite  of  it  let  us  con- 
tinue to  say,  ‘‘But  we  preach  Christ  cruci- 
fied, unto  Jews  a stumbling  block  and  to 
Gentiles  foolishness;  but  unto  them  that  are 
called  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ  the 
power  of  God  and  the  wisdom  of  God.”  It 
was  because  of  the  saving  value  that  Paul 
said  in  the  same  connection.  ‘‘I  determined 
not  to  know  anything  among  you  save  Jesus 
Christ  and  Him  crucified.” 


ALIEN  IMMERSION.

We  now  come  to  the-  last  of  this  series  of 
articles  We  have  examined  every  passage 
in  the  Scriptures  where  baptism  ia  mention- 
ed. Not  one  oPthem  gives  any  hint  of  alien 
immersion.  There  is  no  precept  for  alien  im- 
mersion in  the  Bible.  There  is  not  one  ex- 
ample of  it  in  the  Scriptures.  It  was  an  im- 
possible thing  before  the  origin  of  the  Cath- 
olic church,  and  of  the  ftther  sects  that  have 
been  off-shoots  of  the  Catholics.  If  we  be- 
lieve the  Scriptures,  we  must  believe  that 
true  churches,  after  the  model  of  the  one 
founded  by  Christ,  have  existed  from  the 
days  of  Christ  till  now.  Nay.  more:  We 
must  believe  that  there  will  be  true  churches 
when  Christ  comes  again.  It  is  said  in  Dan. 
2:44,  that  this  kingdom  which  the  God  of 
heaven  should  set  up  should  not  be  left  to 
other  people,  that  it  should  never  he  de- 
stroyed, and  that  it  should  stand  forever. 
Jesus  said,  in  Matt.  16,  that  the  gates  of  hell 
should  not  prevail  against  it.  It  is  true  that 
the  church  went  into  the  wilderness  of  per- 
secution and  suffering.  But  it  did  not  cease 
to  exist,  else  God  was  mistaken  about  it.  In 
fact,  the  wilderneas  period  of  the  church  is 
clearly  foretold  in  the  Scriptures.  We  know 
it  is  an  historical  fact  also.  Indeed,  this  wil- 
derness period  is  a proof  of  the  genuineness 
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of  the  church.  Have  the  Catholics,  or  Luth- 
erans. or  Episcopalians,  or  Presbyterians,  or 
Methodists  or  Campbellites,  a wilderness 
period?  You  can  lay  your  finger  on  the 
date  of  the  origin  of  every  one  of  them,  and 
trace  their  history  clearly  from  that  date 
till  the  present.  If  church  succession  is  a 
Scriptural  fact,  is  it  necessary  that  it  be 
proven  by  history  also?  Do  we  treat  other 
Bible  themes  in  that  way  T No  one  is  farther 
from  believing  in  the  so-called  ‘‘apostolic 


succession”  than  this  writer.  But  he  does

believe  that  churches  modeled  after  the  pat- 
tern of  the  world’s  first  church  in  Jerusalem 
have  existed  from  that  day  till  this.  To  our 
way  of  thinking  and  reading  this  is  an  his- 
torical fact  also.  What  man  can  historically 
demonstrate  hia  succession  from  Adamt  Yet, 
from  Scripture  he  cannot  doubt  that  succes- 
sion So  we  know  the  church  has  had  a con- 
tinued existence  from  the  first  century.  But 
suppose  there  is  a man  concerning  whom  it 
can  certainly  be  shown  that  he  had  a new 
beginning  since  Adamt  Would  we  not  he 
certain  that  he  was  not  Adam’s  successor t 
He  may  closely,  or  even  wholly  resemble 
Adam,  yet  if  we  know  he  had  a new  begin- 
ning since  Adam,  that  he  is  not  Adam’s  suc- 
cessor. No  church  is  the  successor  of  the 
first  century,  which  had  a new  beginning 
since  that  time.  The  Catholics  began  in  606. 
The  following  all  came  out  of  the  Catholics 
directly:  Lutherans  in  1524,  the  Episcopal- 
ians in  1531,  the  Presbyterians  in  1536.  The 
Methodists  came  out  of  the  Episcopalians  in 
1784.  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians  out  of 
the  Presbyterians  in  1810,  the  Campbellites 
out  of  the  Scotch  Presbyterians  in  1807-28! 
But  not  so  with  the  Scriptural  church.  Its 
origin,  says  Mosheim,  “is  buried  in  the 
depths  of  antiquity.”  You  cannot  put  your 
finger  upon  any  year  this  aide  of  the  apostles 
and  say  that  the  Baptists  originated  then. 
The  only  place  to  look  for  their  origin  is  in 
the  New  Testament.  Now,  all  the  founders 
of  the  above  mentioned  sects  say  they  did 
not  start  out  to  found  a new  church,  but  to 
reform  the  old  one.  But  if  the  old  one  is 
not  Scriptural,  how  can  that  which  cAme  out 
of  it  bet  Where  and  when  did  God  author- 
ise these  men  to  found  these  sects t If  not  of 
God-given  authority,  they  certainly  are  not 
Scriptural.  If  they  are  not  Scriptural,  they 
certainly  cannot  Scripturally  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  church.  If  they  cannot  ad- 
minister the  ordinances,  then  their  so-called 
baptism  is  null  and  void.  Hence  it  should  not 
be  accepted  as  valid.  Therefore  alien  im- 
mersion is  both  unscriptural  and  illogical. 
Let  the  alien  immeraionist  go  to  the  Pedos, 
where  he  belongs,  and.  at  least,  relieve  him- 
self of  his  present  embarrassing  position.  Of 
course,  there  is  no  use  to  put  up  any  kind  of 
argument — Scriptural,  or  historical,  or  log- 
ical— to  the  man  who  says  baptism  is  purely 
the  act  of  the  individual  professing  his  faith 
in  Christ.  On  that  basis,  everybody  is  au- 
thorized to  baptize  — Catholics,  Mohamme- 
dans. Buddhists,  Infidels  and  all.  But  wc 
take  it  that  no  man.  save  one  inter-denoraina- 
tionally  insane,  and  who  is  seeking  ‘‘milk 
and  cider”  popularity,  would  advocate  such. 
‘‘Ask  for  the  old  paths  • • • and  walk

our  Ilorar  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards.  This 
will  he  disastrous  It  would  mean  a loss  to 
kingdom  interests  that  no  man  can  estimate. 
It  would  mean  untold  disappointment,  heart- 
ache and  suffering  by  our  already  over- 
" rk-d  and  underpaid  mission  forces,  and 
It  would  mean  great  grief  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  who  gave  Himself  that  “whosoever 


•*v ••rljMtins?  life  * Retrenchment  would 
mean  that  we.  like  the  disciples  that  night,  in 
rhe  garden  of  Gethsemane,  are  going  to  be 
overcome  by  physical  conditions,  that  wc 
are  going  to  prove  untrue,  unfaithful,  un- 
sympathetic and  insensible  to  the  real  mean- 
ing of  the  sign.,  of  the  times.  The  Lord  Je* 
sus  is  in  the  midst  of  His  world  Gethsemane 
today ; His  great  heart  is  crushed  by  the  sias

for  their  faith,  and  if  they  are  made  to  see 
<hw  they  >»ake  good  They  have  in  tire 
past  proved  their  loyalty  to  their  faith.  The 
spirit  of  heroic  daring  and  sacrificial  loyalty 
io  truth  is  not  dead  among  our  people.  They 
do  not  know  to  what  measure  conditions 
obtaining  in  the  world  today  have  magnified 
this  particular  work.  They  must  be  informed 
that  tlreir  foreign  mission  work  must  now 
receive  unusual  attention  and  exceptional 
gifts.  Some  individuals  who  understand 
that  a new  situation  has  been  created,  and 
iliat  new  standards  of  giving  must  he  adopt- 
ed, have  already  set  examples  of  sacrifice. 
He  doubt  that  the  denomination  furnishes 
examples  of  more  sacrificial  giving  than  is 
presented  by  some  whose  gifts  have  come  to 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  this  year.  Women 
have  taken  from  their  persons  jewelry  which 
was  associated  with  sacred  memories,  and 
sent  it  in ; others  have  denied  themselves  ne- 
cessities and  given  to  this  cause.  Some  men 
who  have  been  making  their  foreign  mission 
gifts  out  of  a tenth  of  their  income,  have 
this  year  given  out  of  their  capital,  their  re- 
sources having  fallen  off  more  than  half. 
Thousands  of  others  will  do  as  these  have 
done  if,  like  these  they  are  informed  of  the 
impending  peril  of  our  cause..  There  is  time 
vet  for  us  to  get  these  facts  to  our  people 
and  impress  them,  if  all  who  understand  the 
Mgns  of  the  lime  will  speak  cverv  man  to  his 
neighbor. 

Brethren  of  our  Baptist  ranks,  let  us  all 
get  to  our  knees  first  and  then  to  our  breth- 
ren . The  time  is  short  and  the  issues  are 
grave  and  far-reaching.

It  has 
been  hard  to  arouse  interest,  but.  it  is  com- 
ing our  way,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year 
we  believe  that  you  are  going  to  love  this 
hospital  as  you  have  never  loved  anything 
fostered  by  our  denomination 
We  arc  sending  away  about  three  hundred 
patients  a month,  and  we  believe  that  nearly 
every  one  of  them  will  be  a booster  for  the 
hospital. 

Country  Hams  and  Sorghum. 

A friend  whose  wife  is  now  in  the  hos- 
pitnl,  said  that  he  had  no  money  to  pay,  but 
he  appreciated  so  much  what  was  done  for 
his  wife  that  he  wanted  to  send  us  some 
country  hams,  chickens  and  sorghum.  When 
they  arrived,  the  housekeeper,  Miss  Webb, 
was  so  well  pleased  that  she  invited  the  ad- 
visory committee  to  come  and  take  supper 
and  enjoy  the  country  hams  and  sorghum. 
a*d  we  let  the  patients  have  the  chickens 
We  know  of  no  payment  that  has  been  so  ac- 
ceptable  a*  this. 

Couldn’t  you  send  us  a country  ham.  or  a 
coop  of  chickens,  or  a keg  of  sorghum,  or  a 
sack  of  potatoes  t Anything  you  send  to  eat 
will  be  appreciated,  because  we  feed  two 
hundred  people  here  every  meal,  and  we 
have  to  buy  everything,  and  the  best  things 
all  come  from  the  country.  Club  together, 
make  us  a gift,  or  a payment  on  your  sub- 
scription. I can  assure  you  that  we  will 
thoroughly  enjoy  it  and  appreciate  such 
things  as  these. 

This  is  your  hospital,  and  we  want  you  to 
love  it  and  by  giving  to  it  such  things  as 
you  have,  knowing  they  will  be  appreciated, 
will  cause  you  to  Jove  it. 

Make  your  own  arrangements  vith  the 
hospital  for  your  room.  Usually  when  the 
doctor  wants  you  to  go  to  some  other  hos- 
pital, he  is  on  the  staff,  or  has  some  special 
reason.  Come  to  your  own  hospital  make  ' 
your  own  arrangements,  and  then  call  your 
doctor.  I can  assure  you  that  he  will  he 
glad  to  come.  The  doctors  are  our  friends, 
but  we  prefer  our  people  being  loyal  to  our 
hospital,  and  then  telephone  the  doctor  to 
come. 

Dr.  Casa  Collier,  a splendid  young  man,  a 
partner  of  Dr.  Frank  Jones,  ha*  been  added 
to  the  supervisory  committee,  the  manage- 
ment deeming  it  wise  to  have  a doctor  on  our 
committee  to  consult  with  the  doctqrs  that 
operate  in  the  hospital.

God  was  a reality  to  David.  He  fear- 
ed not  the  wrath  of  the  giant,  and 
be  entered  the  conflict,  "as  seeing 
Him  who  is  invisible.”  It  was  a try- 
ing time,  a crisis,  a test  of  the  stead- 
iness of  his  nerves.  Too  much  de- 
pended on  his  aim  for  the  hero  to 
think  of  himself.  He  realized  that 
be  was  fighting  for  God,  and  he  put 
h's  trust  in  Him  for  whom  he  was 
fighting.  The  reality  of  God  to  Da- 
vid is  beautifully  Illustrated  in  Psalm 
144:2,  “My  goodness  and  my  for- 
tress; my  high  tower,  and  tnjr  de- 
liverer; my  shield,  and  He  in  whom 
1 trust."  What  was  David's  relation 
to  God  can  be  ours,  if  we  will  but  put 
our  trust  in  Him.  "1  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which 
strengthened  me.” 

David's  Victory. — It  has  been  said ; 
that  every  one  has  his  weak  point.'! 
This  may  or  may  not  be  true,  but  one 
thing  is  true.  The  battles  of  life  are 
easily  won  by  knowing  the  weak 
point,  if  there  be  one,  in  the  ad- 
versary, and  attacking  that.  Christ 
recognized  this  in  His  conflict  with 
the  devil  in  the  temptation.  The 
devil’s  weak  point  was  hifc  not  being 
able  to  withstand  the  "sword  of  the 
Spirit  which  is  the  Word  of  God.” 
Goliath  bad  one  weak  point.  David 
saw  it.  J ust  a little  unprotected 
space  above  bis  eyes.  David's  battling 
material  wai  suited  to  the  condition 
of  his  adversary’s  weak  point,  and 
his  trained  and  steady  hand  was 
equal  to  the  demand  of  the  situa- 
tion. "Undisturbed  by  any  fear  of 
missing,  David  hurls  the  stone  from 
the  sling,  hits  the  giant  on  the  un- 
protected part  of  his  forehead,  and 
in  a moment  has  him  reeling  on  the 
ground.”  In  this  victory  of  David 
are  illustrated  some  practical  truths. 
First,  it  is  not  the  armor  that  con- 
stitutes strength.  It  is  the  man  be- 
hind the  armor.  Second,  the  man 
who  puts  his  trust  in  the  living  God 
is  the  man  of  strength.  Third,  we 
frequently  fln£  that  the  things  we 
learned  when  we  were  in  childhood 
give  us  good  service  in  our  mature 
life.  Fourth,  the  man  who  trusts  and 
consults  God  cannot  afford  to  listen 
to  the  advice  of  others  *ben  he  feels 
the  promptings  of  the  Spirit.  Fifth, 
every  child  of  God  has  his  Goliath. 
In  the  form  of  the  devil.  He  should, 
like  David,  use  whatever  weapons 
God  giveB  him,  and  the  sure  victory 
will  be  his.

In  326  Constantine  rebuilt  the  old 
Greek  city  of  Byzantium  and  renam- 
ed it  Constantinople  in  bis  own 
honor,  and  made  it  the  capital  ot  the 
Roman  empire.  At  the  same  time  he 
built  the  church  of  Saint  Sophia.  This 
was  a wooden  structure.  This  build- 
ing was  burned  in  532.  In  the  same 
year  Justinian,  said  to  be  the  greatest 
of  Byzantine  emperors,  began  the  re- 
building of  the  church  of  Sain^  So- 
phia on  the  same  site.  For  some- 
thing more  than  nine  centuries  the 
chant  of  the  Greek  liturgy  echqed  in 
the  hollow  dome  of  this  Church';  and 
above  it  stood  the  great  gilded  cross, 
the  symbol  of  Catholicism.  In  1453 
the  cross  was  removed  and  the  cres- 
cent, the  symbol  of  Mohammedanism, 
was  put  in  its  place.  We  are  told 
that  the  Turks  did  not  bring  their 
symbol,  the  crescent,  with  them  from 
Central  Asia,  but  adopted  it  on  the 
conquering  of  Constantinople.  For 
300  years  the  Turks  threatened  the 
Byzantine  empire  before  Constanti- 
nople finally  fell.  Just  462  years 
ago  the  Turks,  under  Mahomet  the 
Second,  broke  through  the  walls  of 
Constantinople  and  swarmed  into  the 
city.  Since  that  day  the  great  church 
ot  Saint  Sophia  has  been  used  as  a 
Mohammedan  mosque.  Not  only  was 
the  gilded  cross  torn  down,  but  all 
the  images  and  treasures  of  classic 
art  and  stores  of  ancient  manuscript 
were  tumbled  into  great  vaults  be- 
neath the  building.  “Since  that  day 
the  dome  of  Saint  Sophia  has  re-
